FUIinoro refused to aee1 the committee, 
but made a eta'tement1. in writing'that 
when the fltrikers' cpmmittee met him 
last Thursday, 'ho paid that if 
the 


Btrilte vf&ft' declared of? unconditionally 
the railroad would take back all the old 
men who had not taken an active part 
in the destruction of property, stopped 
trains or intimidated men who were 
willing to work. The committee prom- 
ised that they would use every effort in 
their power to call tho strike off within 
twenty-four hours. "Not having accom- 
plished anything I have no further rea- 
eon to meet this committee," said Fill- 
more. 
Superintendent Filmore'a letter was 


taken to the American Railroad Union 
headquarters, and shortly afterwards he 
received tho following notica from the

At Oakland, 
in order to shield their non-union em- 
ployes from abiiae by the strikers on 
tho streets, tho company has fitted up 
an eating liouae and sleeping bunka in 
ita yards on the mole, lieglnning Mon- 
day, the now men will practically live in 
the railroad yarda and oh the trains. 


Tonight the railroad 
officials 
an- 


nounced that all their trains are run- 
nine. The evening eastern overland 
train via Ogden waa tho hiat to be re- 
•atorcd. The train was' sent out on 
schedule time tonight. A military guard 
fltill escorts each train. The soldiers 
have been instructed not to hesitate 
about shooting in the event ot an at- 
tempt at interference with'trains. A 
etriker who attempted to cut an air 
brake in West Berkeley today ia reported 
to have been shot and badly wounded.
